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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The invention 
as claimed herein is free of prior art of record. The prior art does not teach or suggest a 
method and kit for screening compounds that modulates human UCP-2 promoter, 
wherein the human UCP-2 promoter consists of i) a base sequences consisting of 
nucleotides 1-2270 of SEQ ID NO: 1 or ii) a base sequences selected from the group 
consisting of nucleotides 255-430, nucleotides 255-717, nucleotides 717-1 133, 
nucleotides 1133-389, nucleotides 255-1857, nucleotides 571-2270, nucleotides 717- 
2270, nucleotides 1133-2270, nucleotides 1389-2270 and nucleotides 1634-2270 of 
SEQ ID NO: 1 respectively. The closest prior art references of record 
WO/9831 396(1 998), US/5807740(1998) and US/584951 4(1 998) disclose UCP-2 
promoter sequences which are not identical to the nucleotides 1-2270 of SEQ ID NO: 1 
and fragments thereof (as claimed).
